STOCKHOLDERS OF 
FIRST NATIONAL 
BANK ARE GUESTS 


Hear Policy 
Defined, 
History of Institu­ 
tion ‘‘With Chime 
Clock” 
Around 
Festive Board. 


Stockholders of the First National 
Bank of Gettysburg met the officers, 
directors ami workers of the bank so­ 
cially, and heard bank problems, pol­ 
icy, history and operation discussed 
at a dinner at the Hoffman Hotel Fri­ 
day evening at which the stockholders 
were guests of the 
bank. 
There 
were about IOO in attendance. 
It was the first social of its kind 
ever held here and, according to a 
Philadelphia hanker who was among 
the special guests, it, was the first af­ 
fair of its kind ever held anywhere 
to his knowledge. 
Printed programs 
contained a summarized statement of 
the condition of the bank financially 
at the close of business September 27, 
and a list of the officers and directors 
of the institution, which has become 
known as the Gettysburg “bank with 
the chime clock.” 
A feature of the program was an 
address by H. S. Risley, vice presi­ 
dent of William Elliott Graves, Inc., 
of Chicago. 
The, toastmaster was 
Edmund W. Thomas,- vice president 
and general manager of the bank, 
and in introducing him, Edwin C. 
Tyson, the bank's president, paid Mr. 
Thomas an impressive tribute on his 
“splendid intregity and loyalty to the 
bank, and the community, and the 
fine manner in which he has built 
up the tank during his years of work 
as its chief executive officer.” 
He 
said the directors “have found it a 
pleasure 
and 
profit to back Mr. 
Thomas’ judgment and 
action 
one- 
hundred »>er cent at all times.” 
The history of the First National 
Bank of Gettysburg was given briefly 
by D. C. Jacobs, 
of 
Arendtsville, 
whose ancestor held the presidency 
of the institution the first fifty years 
of its existence. 
The policy of the 
institution was 
defined 
by M. E. 
Knouse, a director, and he cited fig­ 
ures to show the growth and stability 
of the bank in recent years. 
He ex­ 
plained the policy which has govern­ 
ed the bank in making its loans and 
said all bans were made only after 
the character, capability of the ap­ 
plicant to repay, and collateral had 
been considered by the bank officials. 
Preceding the addresses, each mem­ 
ber of the staff of the bank was in­ 
troduced by Mr. Thomas and 
stood 
up. 
Mr. Risley spoke on “What Stock­ 
holders Can Do To Help Their Banks 
Grow” and he presented some inter­ 
esting facts regarding Adam? county, 
taken from U. S. census return and 
other official sources. 
The income of the 34,583 citizens 
of Adams county is derived from two

A milk receiving station for the 
Fairfield Farms’ Company, of Balti­ 
more, will be erected on the rear of 
the lot on Carlisle street, formerly oc­ 
cupied by the old Hotel Washington. 
This became known at the October 
meeting of council, Friday evening, 
when Leroy 
Winebrenner, 
borough 
engineer, retained 
by the Baltimore 
concern as its surveyor and engineer, 
asked permission to run a railroad 
siding into the receiving station on 
such a line that a ear on the tracks 
would obstruct about two feet of the 
sidewalk on Railroad street. 
J. Donald Swope, borough solicitor, 
instructed council that they could not 
possibly allow the Baltimore 
milk 
company to obstruct the 
pavement, 
and permission was refused. 
I 
According to Mr. W'inebrenner, the 
Fairfield Farms’ Company plans to 
beautify the grounds around its milk 
receiving station. 
To Improve I.and 
A concrete driveway, bordered with 
shrubbery and flowers, is to be laid 
from Carlisle street to the rear of 
the lot, where tho milk receiving sta­ 
tion will be erected on the site of a 
present stable. 
Additional shrubbery 
and flowers are to be planted around 
the station, and the 
surroundings 
made as attractive as possible. 
Council was informed by Mr. Wine­ 
brenner that the Baltimore concern, 
after opening the milk station, would 
run an express or refrigerator ear 
into the proposed siding along the 
building in the forenoon, keeping it 
there until late afternoon, when it 
would be attached to the Baltimore 
evening train. 
The Washington 
Hotel 
property 
was purchased by the 
Gettysburg 
and Harrisburg Transportation Com­ 
pany some mpnths ago, presumably 
to use the site for the erection of a 
bus terminal and wa iring room. 
Work on the erection of the new 
milk receiving station and the beauti­ 
fication of the surroundings is expect­ 
ed to start Monday, according to Mr. 
Winebrenner. 


When no one could inform council 
at its regular October meeting, Fri­ 
day evening, whether the local sub­ 
station of the state police would be re­ 
placed, the councilmen unanimously 
voted to discontinue paying rent for 
the troopers’ quarters in the Topper 
building, Baltimore street, after Oc­ 
tober I. 
The state police sub-station her® 
was closed late in August by Captain 
Stout, who refused to divulge how 
long the station would be closed, 
although he intimated that it was not 
to be permanent. 
The 
impression 
gained currency locally that the troop­ 
ers would be returned 
within

months, but definite word to that ef­ 
fect has never been learned. 
The quarterly rent for the quarters

erect a public comfort station.

m atter was tabled with the statement 
that council’s budget for 1926 is made 
up and that no extraordinary expendi­ 
tures were justified at this time. 
A letter from the state highway 
department was read, informing coun­ 
cil of certain fees “erroneously” paid 
to the borough by local justices of the 
peace, and asking for action for the 
repayment of such fees to the high­ 
way department. 
The total of the 
“erroneously-paid” fees is $240. 
According to Solicitor Swope, the 
money in question was due the state 
from the local justices involved, but 
not collectable from council, and at 
his suggestion no action was taken 
on the matter. 
It was pointed out that when ines 
are collected for charges of reckless 
driving, they are due the state, but 
when laid for speeding, as such, the 
fines must be 
turned over to the 
borough in which the alleged viola­ 
tions occurred. Council was informed 
the various actions on which the fines 
were collected and $240 of them turn­ 
ed over to the borough were really 
fines for the charge of speeding, but 
that local 'justices had the charges 
listed as reckless driving on their 
dockets.
